1. Sekar Gendot 
Though based on traditional forms and instrumentation, this is an example of a composed piece in 
a free-form style by one of Bali's best-known composers, I Lotring (died circa 1982). 


2. Jauk Keras 
This piece is the musical accompaniment to the ceremonial Jauk dance performed by a masked male 
dancer. In ternary form, fast outer sections contrast with a slower and more languid middle. 


3. Legod Bawa 
Often used to accompany sad characters in Balinese dance-dramas, this traditional melody forms the 
basis of an experimental piece composed by members of the ensemble. 


4. Baris 

One of the most important dances in Bali, the Baris is performed in both ritual and entertainment 
contexts by an individual or group of young men. The music features three different kinds of 
ornamentation typically found in the Balinese gamelan repertoire. 


The gamelan is an orchestra of tuned percussion instruments, namely keyed metallophones, gongs 
and drums, found in Indonesia and Malaysia. This Balinese Semar Pegulingan ensemble is 
considered to be very refined, and in former feudal times was an integral part of the lavish 
entertainment presented at the royal palaces found throughout the island. The tuning system 
comprises seven pitches of unequal intervals, though these pieces use only five-tone scales.

The traditional shakuhachi repertoire is called honkyoku, or "original pieces". Honkyoku have been 
performed and handed down from one individual to another for at least 500 years, largely within the 
context of Zen Buddhism. These sacred pieces are in their most profound sense "Blowing 
Meditation". They are a spiritual activity which can engender the highest of human aspirations. The ’ 
practice of playing honkyoku in this context is called suizen, or "Blowing Zen".
